the Andes, with pine clad lulls and 
snow bespangled mountains on the 
orio hand, aud deserts abandoned to 
the wolf and roving savage on the 
other, to testify to the names of the 
buried heroes of the revolution, io 
the men of to-day and to posterity, 
that we know the cost ot the price- 
lass jewel lHjquea;h:;d us, and pledge 
ourselves that the precious treasure 
shall bo handed clown with an un- 
soiled casket and uudiiamed luster 
to those who may come after ns.
